Civic Club supports service women 
with Veteran’s Day display at library

It’s about time! So agrees Sierra Madre Civic 
Club as they give major support to build a memorial 
for women in military service at Arlington Ceme¬ 
tery. For the month of November and in honor of 
Veteran’s Day the club has provided a display in the 
showcase of our Sierra Madre Library about wo¬ 
men veterans and this memorial. 

In every war since the Revolutionary War, 
American women have served our country in some 
capacity as part of its armed forces. The history of 
their dedication, commitment and sacrifice, however, 
is largely an untold story. This memorial would 
make their contributions a visible part of our nation¬ 
al heritage. It would, also, pay long overdue tri¬ 
bute to them and be an inspiration to others. 
It would mean recognition at last. 

The site chosen for this recognition is the 
Memorial Gate at Arlington National Cemetery. It 
is the third of three key points on the axis of the 
Washington Monument, which starts at the Capitol 
Building and turns at the Lincoln Memorial. The 
wrought iron gates, the Hemicycle and wide plaza 
area, will be restored and integrated into the de¬ 
sign of the Women’s Memorial. 

The complete complex will include a theatre- 
style auditorium with a movie about the historical 
contributions of women in the military, a registra¬ 
tion room with the names and photos of registered 
women service members that will be available for 
computer review and a reception area with com¬ 
memorative souvenirs, books and displays. 

The name of any woman, enlisted or officer, 
who has served or is now serving in the armed 
forces, may register or be registered with a payment 
of $25 per name. Photos may be submitted with 
registration. Even group photos are acceptable with 
the particular veteran identified. The computer can 
“edit” to just show that particular person. 

The Sierra Madre Library display includes 
drawings of the proposed memorial and its inter¬ 
ior. Plans call for narrow glass spears to rise from 
the hemicycle that will catch sunlight during daytime 
and be very visible as they are lighted at night. 

In the showcase there is also information 
about Ola Baxter Smith, long-time Sierra Madre 
resident, who served in WWI as a nurse reaching 
the rank of captain and who received several 
service awards. Smith was honored by the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club of which she is a member and 


her name submitted by them for the memorial. 

Alice Kennedy Grady, now 94 and an ex-WWI 
nurse, was saluted by The News in an article (Sept. 
13) as another Sierra Madre veteran. However, 
more names are needed. 

Civic Club began their interest in the project 
last year spearheaded by Anita Thompson who is 
club chairman. The club has made an initial 
contribution of $400 and are planning additional do¬ 
nations. With this display the group is hoping to 
disseminate information about the memorial. Also, 
that others will submit names of women veterans 
or those now serving and that people will contri¬ 
bute funds for the building of the memorial. It is 
hoped construction can begin in 1991. This project 
was authorized by Public Law 99-610, but musj be, 
by law, built with non-Federal funds. All donations 
are tax exempt. Brochures are also available at the 
library or for further information contact Thompson 
at 355-9656. 

A letter to local organizations has been sent 
by Civic Club requesting their support and for the 
naming of women in service. Donations may be made 
in memory or in honor of someone else. Serving 
with Thompson on the committee are Gail-Ann Skiles, 
Joan Crow, Arlie Hahn, Phyllis Chapman, Doro¬ 
thy Jerneycic and Margaret Switzer with Switzer 
in charge of the showcase display. 

At no time have women in service been more 
visible than they were in our action in Panama 
and certainly now in Operation Desert Shield. Over 
400,000 women were in the WWII effort, serving in 
all branches and in all overseas theatres .with well 
over 200 casualties. More than 80 nurses were im¬ 
prisoned in enemy camps, most for over three years. 
A number were decorated for heroic service. Viet-' 
nam and Korea also saw many of our women serving 
and there were 35,000 in WWI. During the Spanish 
American War in 1889, 1500 women nurses took 
part and this led to the forming in 1901 of the Army 
Nurse Corps and in 1908 the Navy Nurse Corps. 
In the Civic War there were both white and black 
heroines helping the cause. Such women as “Female 
Marine” Lucy Brewer served aboard the USS Con¬ 
stitution in the War of 1812 and Mary Mudwig 
(Molly Pritcher) fire the cannon after her husband was 
wounded during the Revolutionary War. There was 
also Deborah Sampson in that war who posed as 
a man and served in a Massachusetts Regiment un¬ 
til her sex was discovered.

‘Victory and defeat’ 

The following is a 
partial reprint of an 
address given by Field 
Marshal Foch in Versailles 
in December of 1916, 
and in which molded 
some of the thinking of 
world leaders “ever-and- 
anon” on the concepts 
of victory and defeat, 
even human devasta¬ 
tion, in present and fu¬ 
ture generations. 

We found it in an old 
file entitled “Rules of 


War” in an ancient 
Presbyterian book by 
Robert E. Speer. 

The following are 
some of the profound 
portions from Marshal 
Foch: 

“Defeat is purely a 
moral result.” 

“Strategy is only a re¬ 
flection of character and 
common sense.” 

“Whatever is done in 
an army should always 
aim at increasing that 


moral strength.” 

“There is no victory 
without battle; but victory 
is the price of blood. 
One must accept this for¬ 
mula or not wage war.” 

“Nowhere can better 
models be found than 
in the conquests of Na¬ 
poleon who made use 
of military powers to 
accomplish: the taking 
charge of human emo¬ 
tions of the foe, maneuver¬ 
ing masses of men, and 


giving to operations the 
most crushing nature 
ever known to man.” 

‘‘Of all mistakes, 
only one is disgraceful, 
that of inaction.” 

‘‘Napoleon always 
marched straight to his 
goal without considering 
the strategic plan of 
the enemy.”

Something as simple as structured coffee 
clutches can be useful. In many Main Street 
communities groups of six or eight business 
owners get together once or twice a month to 
discuss topics of mutual interest. They usually 
select one topic for discussion. They may carry 
on a general discussion, or they may zero in on 
a specific aspect of the discussion topic. There 
is a wealth of knowledge and expertise on 
Main Street. By sharing their experiences 
everyone benefits. 

Nothing is easy for the small business 
owner. Collecting useful marketing information 
is no exception. But, if Main Street businesses 
want to survive and grow, they have to work 
at helping themselves.

My mother never 
cared much for the liter¬ 
ary qualities of L. Frank 
Baum’s “The Wizard 
of Oz.” Both “The 
Wizard of — ” and 
“The Road to — ” were 
part of her child¬ 
hood as they were of 
mine, but the endless 
series of fantastic ad¬ 
ventures and characters 
that followed left her 
cold, and although 1 
devoured them eagerly 
enough at the time, they 
certainly do not have the 
ring and rhythm of Milne 
or Carroll or Barrie. 

Most modern children 
know Oz through the 
movie, which departs 
somewhat from the ori¬ 
ginal tale. The Munch- 
kins are there, but they 
aren’t blue, and does 
anybody remember that 
the Emerald City was 
green only because 
Dorothy was looking 
through green spectacles? 

1 quibble, of course, 
but it was fun to 


see the production of 
“The Wizard of Oz” put 
on by the Assistance 
League. Author E. J. A. 
Andre has drawn his 
play direct from the ori¬ 
ginal and Suzanne Royse’s 
costumes follow the 
old W.W. Denslow 
illustrations. Com¬ 
poser Paul Morse can’t 
hold a candle to Harold 
Arlen, but his songs are 
simple and short, and 
Kathy O’Reiley’s sets 
not only allow for smooth 
and corttinuous presenta¬ 
tion but are quite real¬ 
istic enough to satisfy 
critical children. 

And as usual, the 
ladies of the Assistance 
League have as good a 
time as they are giving. 
Judy Hally is a wild, 
eye-rolling Wicked W'itch 
of the West, a good 
contrast with Kay 
Renwick’s glamor¬ 
ous, golden-voiced 
Glinda, and slightly 
looney Witch of the 
North (remember her?). 


Arlen O’Hara is a nicely 
limp Scarecrow, Diana 
Gary, an appropriately 
skittish Cowardly 
Lion, and Nanette Tay- 
lot, a rugged Tin 
Woodman. Clair Dunkel 
is not only a remarkably 
convincing Uncle 
Henry but doubles as 
the King of the Flying 
Monkeys, and Geraldine 
Schmidt gives a com¬ 
fortable solidity to Aunt 
Em. 

Kitty Morris is mem¬ 
orable as Toto, and while 
Jeanie McCarthy doesn’t 
have much to do but 


look pretty and sing 
sweetly, she does both 
capably. Diane Houle, 
Nancy Wagner, Bette 
Whitehead, and Susan 
Rudy double as Munch- 
kins, flying monkeys 
and other bits. 

The audience, 70 per¬ 
cent children, seemed 
pleased and reasonably 
courteous, on the 
whole, not getting too 
carried away with their 
vigorous booing of 
the wicked witch, 
but the adults were a 
very necessary con 
trol on the seat jumping 


and aisle running. The 
Nine O’clock Players 
have been handling 
masses of children for 
some time now and seem 
to have the system down 
pat. But I’m willing to 
bet that the audiences 
they import from the 
inner city are less obstre¬ 
perous than their weekend 
paying guests.

dist Hospital during a 
recent Red Ribbon, drug 
awareness program. 

“You give me a kid 
who starts smoking be¬ 
fore the age of 15 and 
I’ll give you a poten¬ 
tial drug addict or 
alcoholic," said Schneid¬ 
er, who also is medical 
director at St. Joseph’s 
Family Recovery Ser¬ 
vices of Orange. 

He went on to say 
that, due to tobacco. 


1038 individuals die 
prematurely everyday in 
this country. That figure 
contrasts with 15 who 
died everyday from 
drugs and the 350 daily 
deaths that are attributed 
to alcohol. 

In a humorous pro¬ 
gram which was en¬ 
hanced with slides, Sch¬ 
neider gave medical 
explanations for 
the affects of tobacco, 
alcohol and drugs 
and how they cause 


brain chemical changes. 
He also explained how 
he had become drug 
dependent as a pre- 
med college student, only 
to wake up to his prob¬ 
lem in the hospital after 
having a seizure. 

While it is difficult to 
talk about drug depen¬ 
dency, he said, “We need 
to recognize that in¬ 
tervention is not a dirty 
word.”

Revenge leads to fatal 


shooting at Santa Anita 


Henry Miller of Los 
Angeles was killed at 
the Mainline Terrace area 
of Santa Anita Park 
on Sunday afternoon, 
the result of a revenge- 
type assault, according 
to the Arcadia Police 
Department. 

A security officer 
from the racetrack ap¬ 
prehended the suspect, 
who was identified as 
Patrick Patterson, 23 
years of age, from Ingle¬ 
wood. He was booked 
for suspicion of murder 
and held without bail. 


pending his arraignment 
which was scheduled for 
Wednesday at Santa 
'Anita Municipal Court. 

Initial information 
developed by police in¬ 
vestigators has indicated 
that the shooting was the 
result of a dispute 
between the two parties 
that had been simmering 
for several months. The 
suspect had allegedly fol¬ 
lowed the victim to the 
racetrack with the inten¬ 
tion of confronting him. 

A .380 caliber 
Baretta semi-automatic 
pistol was recovered at 


the crime scene and is 
believed to have 
been the weapon involved 
in the shooting. 

At the time of the inci¬ 
dent, there were appro¬ 
ximately 33,000 patrons 
at the racetrack; however, 
no one other than the 
victim suffered any in¬ 
jury and most patrons 
were unaware of the 
incident, according to 
the Arcadia PD. 

Agents Ron Bailey and 
Burton Bernstein are 
continuing the investiga¬ 
tion into the fatal shoot¬ 
ing.
